DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 09/1 1/2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Claim 1 recites "determining an offset between said global 
clock and said local clock". MuUer does not disclose an offset between said global 
clock and said local clock, and what is the global clock and what is the local clock 
in Muller. 

In response on the remarks pages 2-5, to be clearly that any network systems in 
cable or wireless communication network are required the real-time to 
synchronization the based on the function of global clock and local clock. In this 
case, Muller clearly disclose the local clock in specifically that the controller may 
access a Real Time clock synchronously with an instance of the Bluetooth Clock 
and then asynchronously communicate with other devices to cause them to 
synchronize to that Real Time clock. Alternatively, the controller of a receiver 6 
may send a request message requesting that its local Real Time clock is 
resynchronized, in which case the controller of transmitter 2 may access a Real 
Time clock synchronously with an instance of the Bluetooth Clock and then 
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communicate with the receiver 6 to cause it to synchronize to that Real Time clock. 
In either case such communication is preferably in the next available time slot for 
. transmission, and the global is a master clock is used by controller in a slave unit 

to resynchronize the slave clock to the master clock (See par. [0049] in page 4, 

and par. [0067] in page 5). 

Therefore, the relative of claim limitation in claims 10, 15, and 23 are related as 
disclosed by Muller that explained above. 
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
